employees or anyone making $3,000 
per year. Forty weekly payments of 
25c by the employee and 26c by the 
employer must be made within a per- 
fod of 2 yearg in order to get the ben- 
efits for 78 days plus extra allow- 
ances in certain cases. The scheme is 
insurance not relief and the Domin- 
ion will pay 10c per week to the fund 
plus all administration expenses. 

The feeling is growing among the 
members that some change in the 
system must be made before 
the debts, distress, poverty and un 
employment will be relieved, Even 
the Prime Minister seems to be de- 
parting from his so called sound mon- 
ey policy, Last summer he issued 
50 mfllion dollars in currency for 
Public Works. This ig not added to 
the National Debt and we pay no 
interest on it. Again this week he 
said in a very decided way that he 
had another plan for dealing with 
those in distress on .ccount of unem- 
ployment. This fs something to sub- 
stitute for the Dole and we are all 
anxious to see what it will be and 
how it will work.

Comprehensive Program To Deal 
Effectively WithDrouth Problem 


_ Backed by the best information of 
experts of the department of agricul- 
ture, the Dominion government is 
preparing to launch a program early 
this spring which it hopes will deal 
effectively with the critical problem 
of drouth areas of, the three prairie 
provinces. Hon. Robert Weir, min- 
ister of agriculture, outlined plans in 
the House of Commons. 

The program will be administered 
by the department of agriculture as 
@ solely federal undertaking. An ad- 
visory committee, Mr. Weir told the 
house, of successful ranchers, wheat 
farmers and business men, would be 
appointed to assist the department in 
conduct and development of the 
plans. 

For four years department experts 
have been studying conditions which 
affect fully 10,000,000 acres in the 
three provinces. Figures submitted 
by the minister showed that in 1933 
drouth affected 11,435,000 acres to 
such an extent that it produced less 
than five bushels of grain to the 
acre. 

Plans the government will put in 
operation, it is claimed, will change 
the entire landscape in many sections) 
of Saskatchewan, Alberta and Mani-| 
toba. The survey has been completed 
and all details worked out. 

The kernel of the project will be 
demonstration areas’ selected in 
various sections of dried-out dis- 
tricts. Farmers of a dried-out town- 
ship will be invited to co-operate. If 
they agree, and those who have work- | 
ed on the plans say the settlers will! 
be offered such terms that they will) 
be glad to agree, then the administra- 
tion of the township will be taken 
over and managed as one unit.

Dressed Poultry Regulations 


Details Of Amendments Respecting 
Grading And Marking 
The recent amendments to the reg- 
ulations respecting the grading and 
marking of dressed poultry consist of 
the substitution of a new section (No. 
7) for the old one, and the addition 
of a new section (No. 16). Section 
7 deals with the stencilling and 
marking of boxes containing poultry. 
It reads as follows: (1) All boxes 
containing poultry to which these 
regulations apply shall be clearly and 
legibly stencilled on the outside of at 
least one end in block letters not less 
than three-quarters of an inch in 
length so as to show correctly; 


(a) In the left upper corner, the 
number of birds in the box. This 
mark may be omitted in the case 
of a box containing 12 birds, the. 
recognized pack. | 

(b) In the left lower corner, “Tagged” | 
if, and only if, all the birds in the 
box are tagged. In this corner may 
also be shown the gross weight of 
the package. 

(c) In the right lower corner, the net! 
weight. 

(d) In the centre, the kind and sub- 
kind of poultry on the first line; | 
the class and grade on the second, 
line. 

(e) In instances where the kind and 
sub-kind are partly designated by | 
the same word, the sub-kind name 
shall be used.

@ picture. In other words, if you are 
taking a picture of an individual or 
a group, focus the lens on the prin 
cipal subject and forget about the 
sharpness of the background or the 
surrounding scenery, building, = or 
whatever it may be, unless the back- 


ground is of some importance and is 


part of the story. 

If you are taking a landscape pic- 
ture determine before you “shoot” 
the most attractive view and concen- 
trate your focusing on that spot. 
Two pictures showing two well com- 
posed and attractive scenes are 
worth many snapshots with innu 
merable points of possible interest. 
Then there is the shape of the pic 
ture to consider. First of all this is 
controlled by the way the camera is 
held—-vertically or horizontally. 


A high waterfall for instance, or a 
single figure standing in a high door 
way, obviously should be taken with 
the camera in a vertical position, 
while, on the other hand, a land- 
scape, a herd of cattle or a scattered 
xroup of people should be snapped 
with the camera held horizontally. 

Although the right camera post- 
tion has been chosen, trimming may 
be advisable to cut out unattractive 
or unnecessary details which were 
not noticed in the finder when the 
picture was taken. This can be done 
by masking the film when it ts 
printed to eliminate too much sky 
or objects at either side of the plc- 
ture that may distract the attention 
from the view you had in mind at 
the time you took the picture. Occa- 
sionally, it is advisable to trim away 
the background altogether and mount 
the principal subject as a cut-out on 
the album page. 


Ovals, circles) and panels are 
shapes which suit various types of 
subjects, circles making attractive 


frames for portraits. The size of the 
circle and {ts position with regard 
to the head must be left to individ- 
ual taste, but where the head is not 
shown in full front view, more space 
should be left 
which the face is turned. 
Trimming will often enable a 
drastic change to be made in the 
composition of a picture. Trimming 
the print at top and bottom to make 
a long, narrow, horizontal 
often very effective. If you are rot 
quite satisfied with your print use 
four pieces of paper as a mask and 
you will readily see if trimming will 
make a great improvement. Try it.

THE HOPE OF THE SOUTH | 


The federal government has decided upon a comprehensive 
plan calculated to restore the drouth areas of the prairie prov- | 
Inces a measure of productivity. Dams to hold run-off water, | 
treeplanting, approved cultural methods and encouragement 
in planting crops that are drouth-resistant form the basis of 


The most hopeful prospect for the drier areas lies in the 
development of drouth-resistant plants, particularly whleat. 
Cerealists are now busy on the production of a wheat that will 
resist drouth to the utmost. In Southern Alberta it is drying 
chinook winds that create havoc with growing wheat crops. 
So it is with the chinook in mind that drouth-resistant wheat 
are being developed. 

The dangerous period in the life of the wheat plant, insofar 
as drouth is concerned, is when the plant is shooting. In Mar- 
quis and similar wheat this takes three weeks. In drouth-re- 
sistant wheat imported from Russia the time is reduced to one 
week. But these Russian wheats lack in other attributes, | 
namely quality, high yield and disease resistance. The prob- 
lem our scientists have to solve is to inculeate these qualities 
into the Russian immigrant. 

The main hope of the ‘“balded headed” prairie land, we 
repeat, lies with the scientist. Their task lies in the creating of 
a wheat which will restore the drier areas to productivity. 


PROSPECTS FOR CANADIAN LIVESTOCK 


The rapidity with which prices for beef cattle have increas- 
ed in the United States signifies that a shortage of beef is loom- 
ing. There has also been a quickening: in the price of hogs and 
lambs. In fact the livestock producers who have any finished | 
stuff for sale are making good profits. , 

A year ago hogs were around 3c a pound in Chicago. To-day 
10c a pound is considered cheap. Choice cattle, we are inform- 
ed, have brought better than 12c¢ in the same centre. 
are running from 10c¢ a pound upward. 

The severe drouth of last summer, which culminated in the 
death of hundreds of thousands of livestock either from the 
direct effect of water and feed shortage or from wholesale | 
slaughtering by the United States government, has curtailed | 
supplies severely. Keen observers note that no large supply of 
young stock is coming on to take the place of the vanished 
surplus. 
United States which may last a year or two, or even longer. 

The shortage of livestock in the United States affords an 
opportunity to Canada to get rid of the surplus which has ac- 
cumulated in this country. Our natural market for cattle is the 
United States. The McNary-Haugen and other U.S. tariff bills 
prevented Canadian cattle entering that country but the in- 
creasing prices and the apparent need there changes the situ- 
ation. 

It would be a fine thing for Canada if the Dominion yovern- 
ment would arrange for the export of stocker cattle from Can- 
ada under a low duty in the anticipated reciprocity agree- 
ments with the United States. If this step were done, Canada’s 


livestock industry would be advanced more than by any other 
conceivable way.

@ Perhaps there is no aspect of wine making so misunderstood as 
that of fortification, by which is meant the addition of grape spirit 
in the form of brandy to the juice of the grape itself. It has been 
asserted that the object is to make the wine stronger. That indeed 
is one of the effects, but the original purpose was far different. 


@ Shortly after the sudden popularity of port in England early in the 
eighteenth century, of which we shall tell you in another article, 
it was discovered that the wines of the Douro were tart and sour, 
as compared with the wines of the Minho though the Douro grapes 
themselves were much sweeter. The Douro wine trade was 
threatened with disaster when somebody had the rather odd idea 
that the very excess of sugar in the Douro grapes might be 
responsible. Investigation showed this to be the case, for the 
greater sugar content in the grapes hastened the process of fermenta- 
tion, and made it altogether too rapid. | 


@ To check this undue acceleration the expedient of adding brandy 
to the must was resorted to. The wine thus produced gained in 
sweetness but when young was much too fiery to be consumed 
with pleasure. As it matured, it acquired the desired flavor. Asa 
matter of fact we suppose that nobody in England has ever tasted 
port wine in its absolute purity.

Little Journeys In Science 


PHOTOELECTRONS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


In 1887, a scientist called Hertz 
discovered that violet and ultra-violet 
light tended to cause an_ electric 
spark to start more readily. He also 
found that ultra-violet light causes 
the discharge of negatively charged 
bodies. Several years later it was 
observed that crystals of a mineral 
called fluorite not. only became elec- 
trically charged by heat but also by 
exposure to sunlight or to the ight 
from an electric arc, both of which 
are rich in ultra-violet light. Quartz 
becomes charged when exposed to 
sunlight, the edges of a quartz prism 
being alternately negative and posi- 
tive. An insulated metal plate be- 
comes highly charged when exposed 
to sunlight. Science has shown that 
every material is electrically sensi- 
tive to light, regardless of the state 
of that material. All substances give 
off electrons when exposed to a £ult- 
able source of light. 


Ultra-violet light will cause solids, 
especially metals, to give off elec- 
trons. All such electrons which are 
ejected from any material by light 
are called photoelectrons. When light 
falls upon films made from the alka- 
line metals, photoelectrons are eject- 
ed from these metallic films at high 
speed, and it is possible to measure 
their speed, the speed depending upon 
the kind of light which hits the films. 
Thus the blue light from the star 
Sirius will cause more powerful, 
though less numerous, electron ejec- 
tions than full sunlight. 

The distance which the light 
travels through space has nothing 
whatever to do with its effect when 
it strikes and ejects photoelectrons in 
photoelectric cells. Thus the light 
which travelled through space at the 
speed of 186,000 miles per second for 
40 years before striking the negative 
pole of a photoelectric cell, to open 
Chicago's 1933 Century of Progress 
Exposition, was just as “strong” when 
{t approached the telescope as when 
it left the star Arcturus 40 years be- 
fore at the time of Chicago's 1893 
Columbian Exposition. However, due 
to the great distance of Arcturus 
from the earth only a small fraction 
of the light which is radiated from 
that star at any instant 40 years 
earlier, ever reaches the earth. 


Is Practically Silent 


New York Man Announces Invention 
Of Airplane Engine 

An airplane engine that is nearly 
silent, weighs little and operates in- 
discriminately on gasoline, alcohol, 
light fuel oil or castor oil was the 
achievement announced by William 
Harper, Jr, New York. Harper, H. 
B. Motor Co. head, designed, built 
and flew one of the first monoplanes 
in 1908. He declared that his new 
engine almost ready for marketing, 
cannot be heard more than 100 feet 
away. A radical departure, it uses 
its exhaust gasses to increase super- 
charging, making muffling positive 
without loss of power.
